The speakèrs are qualified to deal 
with their respective subjects. Mr. 
Reid has spent several years on a 
study of the Doukhobour colony in 
Canada spendhig considerable time in 
an. intimate acquaintance ot their 
problems of social .and , occupational 
adjustment. He is now engagéd in a 
further ^exiendcd 'study ,bf' thls*group. 
Mr. . Reynolds has equally studied the 
Mennonites by first-hand contacts 
and has written on tliem. 

"The DoukhobouTB, a RussUiv relig- 
ious sect whlcli because' of persecu- 
tions luider. the. Czarist. regime mi- 
grated' to Canada in 1898 and 1899 un- 
der spefCiai arrangements by Queen 
Victoria, are little known to the Can- 
adian public, except for what sensa- 
tional news has come oiit sporadically 
In newspaper liaadlines., Bjecause of 
, their communal economic organiza- 
' tion, their .attitude towards educa- 
tion; and- their generap fear of secu- 
Jarlzihg l;ifluences they hâve 'now and 
'again come . in sharp con^lctf^^wlth 
Canadian authorities. . "niere,' ' have 
also been dissensions within their- own 
ranks and such offshoots have spnmg 
as the "Sons of.

Xonferen^lAudlUons' at the SteUa 
Theatre, on Saturday owning, gave a 
most interesting and witty lecture on 
the life of Hector Berlioz, the. great 
French composer. " 'Born - in 18^ ' at 
La Cote St. Andre (Fnnee) Berllos 
died in 1860. Besides being the mus- 
ical master of France of . his time, 
and musical critic of "Lés Débats," he 
was a Member of the Institute, : ,and 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor;/, 

^rlioz was not oriidi^i^ ''desl^^ 
for the study of musie: He wu à med-v 
ical ^iident.'Wben he decided suddenly 
to' be'it':eamposer' sgChMt'his. father's^ 
wishes. - He subsequently won the 
famous "Prix de Rome.''.^Bùt strange- 
ly - enough ,he . could ' only play a few 
minor instruments; he could. not plajr 
the. piano,- for instance! His.iaastér- 
pieces;were aU orchestra ■inusie^'i.' w

The main- characteristics of Ber- 
lioz's life,- Mr. Du -Rourè^sald, was that 
he always- was -a both' 
In his daUy/^Mt|jinà| in - his great works. 
The main influences that mark,ed his 
Ufe were Shakespeare, who was his 
God, and Byron whom he greatly ad- 
mired, and Goethe from whom he took 
the' subject of his "Damnation of 
Pausti" 

His was a! mind of creative Imagina- 
tion, and . was always building up 
romances, which he lived out in his 
soul. High-sounding and verbose ad- 
jectives characterized his speech, over- 
flowing with enthusiasm. ' 

He 'married twice, and when death 
overtook him at 66, he vas still will- 
ing to marry his third great Love I . . . 
BQt, despite his popularity with women 
and his great successes, he was always 
in a sad mood, as befitted a true' son 
of ;Romanticlsin,i andil^OTttl^was full 
of hitternus^iowud^^ of his

Berlioz was .a great admirer of 
Gluck, and a personal friend. of j^Beej^ 
thoven, Peganini, Lltzt and; %«ner 
(at the -beginning of the- latfe^s 
career). He was a great composer and 
orchestra leader, .very popular In 
France and in Germany. Amongst; his 
famous works should be- mentioned: 
"Benvenuto CeUlnl," . J'The;::i*oiaiis/' 
the "Requiem;" "The .Youth ;6£' Christ." 
"The Damnation of Faust," and "The 
Fantastic, Symphony", recently played 
by the Montreal symphonic Orchestra.

Student support of tlie C. C. P. in 
its endeavouis to evolve" a" planned 
economy for Canada to replace the 
OMnpletely;,discroditîd system of capl- 
talism , was requested by J. S. Woods- 
worth, speaking befcre a large audi- 
ence at thùljj^ôur' Club meeting in 
the UnioilpSSroMn-.îast Friday eve- 
ning.

''The Dominion of Canada has 
corne^ through the depression as well 
as any country In the world, except 
perliaps .prance,'; stated the . Honour- 
able, Robert James Manion, Minister 
of Railways and Canals hi the Bennett 
government. In an address at the 
jggople's Forum yesterday afternoon. 
The topic was "Canada Through the 
Depression." " 

Piloted tluough its worst times by 
the Bennett administration, Canada Is 
now on the up-grade. Commodity 
prices and- farm prices are going up, 
while ndnlng. and industry are Im- 
pr6i^^^jni|Mul^aent on the otiier 
handl'ttfm'^tHle^SmMsé. Unlike the 
United'states, the Dominion was spar- 
ed the crash of bands and all thé con- 
sequent suffering which that brought 
on.- -. " 

Post-War Crisis 
The crash was largely the result of 
post-war nationalism, when every 
country ,in an endeavour to be self- 
suinélng, iraised its tariffs; ending in a 
falling' ois of toade by ovèr sixty per 
cent. 'Unemployment increased, strikes 
tiîfeàtèned, suffering was vistlilie every- 
where.' Of all this, Canada had its 
share. 'Canada's debt, which had been 
$600,000,000 - before the war, had in- 
creased to $3,400,000,000. The uncon- 
trolled debt which had been $25,000,000 
In 1914, was $250,000,00 in 1934. That 
excluded the cost .oiN,goyenTOent:Mr^ 
ices which in 1934 amoiUii^lt^^m 
$100,000,000. ■

In ad- 
dition there have becii "arbitrary reductions with- 
out negotiation," among other ^meansj/'b y regrad- 
ing of work— staffs .and çysté^ffijjj^uctlon of 
piece-work rates". Tills, "in tlwf^^aîonàof the 
government commissioner for syndicated ^labour, lias 
reached proportions that call for drastic action." 

Industrial and Labour Information (another 
International Labour Office publication) January 
26, 1931. pages 116-117, records a charming com- 
meiit on some of these wage reductions by Signer 
Bottai, Mhilster of Corporations. In ah interview 
with U Sole, the Minister, discusshig reductions 
totalling 3.000,000,000 lire, observed, -J'The reduction 
of consumption due to tlie loss of Income; would 
have valuable psychological and moral coiisequeneës 
by enforcing a more rigorous way of living." 

It Is a pity .that the National Council of Educa- 
tion did not arrange to have any of its several 
Italian lecturers answer questions at any of their 
meetings, as Professor Zlmmern and Sir Norman 
Angen did. I hope that it will bear this In mind 
when it brings us— as no dpubt it will in the near 
future— a distinguished Soviet publicist to lecture 
with equal candour, chai-m' and persuasiveness on 
"Russia and the Modern '.Woi-ld." *

"Tlie study of alloys presents 'niore ■ 
difficulties than most branches oi 
chemistry, as the ^. substances dealt 
with have .not a. constant ■«•composi- 
tion," claimed Prof. W. L. Bragg. in a 
lecture delivered to the Physical and 
Sigma XI societies Friday afternoon 
Dr. Bragg, one of the most eminent j 
men In his field, is a Nobel Prize 
wlnlier, and has also received the 
Hughes' medal of the Royal Society. 
' "When one metal is alloyed with 
another," the speaker continued, "the 
proportions may vary, but over a cer- 
tain rangé the properties arc con- 
stant.., The serieSjj.i^tiy.. contain sev- 
eral,; of these '"phases," Tas they arc 
called, and it is only recently tliat tlic 
meaning of these has been discovered. 
This was due to the application of a 
new method of Investigating the crys- 
tal structure of the 'alloy. iWe now 
know that each phiase has a definite 
crystal structure, although the number 
of atoms in each crystal does not. re- 
main the same." 

Crystal Size Determined 
The method used is an invention of 
Or. Bragg, in conjunction with his 
father, and consists of taking a series 
of x-ray "powder ' photograplis of the 
alloy under investigation. From these 
may be determined not oiily thè num-r 
ber of atoms arid the crystalline siruc- 
turè, but also the .dimensions and 
the spacing of the atoms. :' 

New light has also been thrown onto 
the subject of annealing. When steel, 
for example, is being made, care must 
be taken to cool the metal very sloWly, 
otherwise^ the metal becomes very 
brittle. 'The reason, is ;;thg^kw|^n|the 
alW is very -hot it;=lc««^^taltinc 
form upon which it depends for its 
strength. Now, when it is suddenly 
cooled,, the -atoms are "froaen" into 
place, . and the metal cannst regain 
that form. 

/^^j:Theè^ Predicts Annealinc 
"Moderri' tiieory has gone so far that 
it can predict almost perfectlV the 
lime that the metal should be an- 
nealed. ' This has ended' all giless- 
w.oi-k" in the subject,- and will' allow 
metallurgists of the futme to perfect 
alloys of much greater eflficlency and 
strengtii than those we now have."
